There are many countries with larger populations, greater accumulations 
of wealth, and much more highly developed in an industrial sense than Canada, 
bul already this Dominion has achieved fifth place among the commercial 
nations of the world, Since the war, and more especially during the past few 
years, the trade of Canada has enormously oxpanded, 
growth far surpassing that of any other ceuntry. 

lt 8 a pertinent question to ask: Can Canada retain for fiself the proud 
position already attained, and is {t possible for this Dominion to move 
steadily forward from fifth place to fourth, to third, and ullimately to the 
very front rank? 

Judged from the standpoint of Its geographical position on the world’s 
highway, between Burope and the Orient, or judged by the extent and 
varicty of Its natural resources, whether of the field, the forest, the mine, the 
fisheries, and water-powers, the answer can be given by an emphatic 
affirmative. In all these respects, Canada does not occupy a secondary 
position to any country on earth . 

Canada practically controle the 
commodities as nickel and asbestos. 
greatest manufacturer of newsprint and the world’s greatest exporter of 
wheat, It has steadily increased its gold output until now it ranks as the 
world's third largest producer. 

Notwithstanding all there advantages, can Canada ever hope to challenge 
the position of Great Britain and the United States as the world’s greatest 
commercial nations, and, if so, what is essential to achleve that result? 

Not only in order to attain a atill higher and stronger position, but to 
retiin what has already. been won, it is necessary that Canada should take 
certain advance steps. Up to the present time this country has been chiefly 
concerned with those domestic problems and internal affairs tpvolved in the 
early settlement and development of the country from a raw territory into an 
organized state. Attention has been devoted to matters of transportation, to 
the first stages lu the development of natural resourees, to laying the 
essential foundations of any country. This pioneer stage is passing. Canada 
has found. itself, and its future now depends upon the place li can make for 
itself among the nations in finance, in trade and commerce. 

The development of our wealth of natural resources must be the basic 
foundation upon which to erect our future national structure. These resources 
constitute the Dominion’s greatest economic asset, and thelr development 
should proceed along ‘the most approved scientific lines in order that there 
may be a minimum of waste, It fs not sufficient that we cut down forests 
end sell lumber and pulpwood, or that we dig nickel, or asbestos, or gold 
out of the ground. We must utilize these resources to their fullest extent 
jo the building up of Canadian industry, and, in so doing, also utilize every 
possible by-product that can be extracted from them. 

in Great Britain, the United States, Germany, huge sums are expended 
annually in sclentifie research and elaborately equipped laboratories are 
provided for the prosecution of such work. Great Britain last year expended 
$25,000,000 and the United States $50,000,000 on research, If Canada is to 
hold its own, and Is to go forward to greater triwnphs, it must now become 
equipped in like manner, The expenditure of a few million dollars may 
easily result in discoveries and improved methods which will yield teng and 
even hundreds of millions to the Dominion.

The Modern Parmer Lives 
Conditions Vastly Different 
From Former Days 
The Kingston Standard emphasizes 
the revototion that is taking place on 
Canadian farms, a revolution that is 
keeping pace with that going on In all 
Industry. The farmer knows that 
Nfe tn the country fas not always 
been the idylile existence the coun 
trytungry city folks have pictured 
tt. Only the “new farmer” canno} 
remember the struggie against nature 
and the days of sun-up to sun-down 
toll once the lot of the men and wo- 
men on the farm. The modern farm. 
er fs as unlike bis antecedents as the 
modern factory is unitke ite prototype 
and as the modern city home is un- 

like the home of two decades ago. 

On the farm today are found the 
automobile, tractor, telephone, elec- 
tric lights and power, milking ma- 
chines, harvesting and planting ma- 
chines performing several operations 
simultaneously, the radio, the house 
hold comforts and conveniences of 
the elty home and even leisure and 
recreation. The prod’gal son 
would’nt know the old farm today if 
he returned after an absence of two 
decades. 

True fit is that some farmers stil 
employ the primiiive methods of 
agriculture and refuse to emancipate 
themeelven from their slavery_to the 
soll by adopting tmbor-eaving devices. 
And it Is just as true that the agri- 
culturists as a class have been slow 
to adopt modern methods, —

But Vice 
Presidey Biyth said the persons 
jatmed at were only dargerous in Ire 
land and that passports would be giv 
en them to go anywhere else.
